DISTRICT No. 1. 


’ The Summer School, by Miss Lucy A. Rosrxson. | This school 
was. small: ‘The teacher possessed: considerable. experience; and 
was evidently, fond of the employment, and accomplished much 
good inva quiet way. At the closing examination, the recitations 
from the ‘outline:maps were noticeable as being particularly good.

' "REMARKS. 


Good order is so important an element in the welfare of our 
schools, that the teacher who is, not,easy and skilful in maintain- 
ing it, after a fair trial, may as well conclude that. he has Mistaken 
his. vocation, Especially should the habit of promiscuous whis- 
pering be prohibited in every school-room. Children, when. al- 
lowed in it, will neglect-their studies, and indulge ina vast amount 
of talk entirely foreign to their legitimate business,  It,,is often, 
besides, the fruitful source of insubordination, and the. source. of 
constant annoyance to the teacher, who can by no effort of. pains- 
taking and Jabor overcome its evil effects. 

Tn imparting instruction, teachers should strive in the first ‘place 
to obtain distinct and definite perceptions in their own minds of 
the ideas they would communicate, and. then, by a variety of fa- 
miliar allusions and apt illustrations, endeavor to fix them in the 
miiids of their pupils; as fresh. and clear sas, they exist, in. their 
own. It is believed, that many, of the vague notions and absurd 
misapprehensions of scholar Ss, are traceable to the neglect of teach- 
ers in this;regard, . (if 
_ It is.also 5 ioiabent on oe to remember, that “he that 
ruleth his, spirit.is,better than he that.taketh a city,” Pe haps 
no class of persons are’ more, subject to interruptions . and petty 
annoyances. than teachers, and none have greater occasion to call 
into exercise, the sovereign virtue of patience, dn governing, a 
school,, much will depend on the teacher’s. power of self-control; 
There is, hardly an attainment.of more importance, and none so 
dependent on culture and practice. 

In reviewing the progress of our schools the past year, ‘while 
we have cause to regret at least partial failures in two or three 
instances, it is a satisfaction to know that so few have fallen below 
mediocrity, that-several have/witnessed noble examples’ in téach- 
ing, and that the general ‘tendency has been upward and ‘onward. 
It is a favorable ifdication of the interest taken’ in public ine 
struction, that the best talents are everywhere demanded, and’ the’ 
teacher of mediocre abilities‘ has but little chanee’ of becoming’  dis- 
i aly in the profession. aca 

“Weniust not forget to mention, the cheerfulness with which 


ee 
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parents, under the-pressure of heavy taxation, and the increased. 
expenses incident to an unsettled ,state,of the country and, a de- 

ged currency; haye provided, their children with suitable books 
and other requisites for school. And, in this connection, we 
might suggest; that,several of ‘the schools are yet destitute of out- 
line maps. . These,save much of the time and labor of the teacher, 
have a tendency to fix the great outlines of the earth’s natural 
and civil divisions indelibly inthe mind, and by their use, the 
younger portion of the scholars, even those who have not yet 
looked. into a geography, may acquire a very competent knowl- 
edge of the mechanical part of the study. 

It is proper once; more, to invite parents to visit the schools, 
and establish friendly relations withthe teachers. Their duties in 
the school-room are always exhausting ; they often labor under cir- 
cumstances of great embarrassment, ‘and need your sympathy and 
aid. -What can be more grateful to the faithful and devoted 
teacher, than the proffered friendship and ready counsel of the 
parents of her charge? It is, in the language of a late one in 
town, ‘like a cup of cold water to a weary traveller.” 


~It is also believed, that the want of parental co-operation is 
often the occasion of tardiness, irregular attendance, and lack of 
interest on the part of the pupil, and a leading cause why the 
great benefits of the free-school system are not more fully realized. 


- Edueation is defined to be ‘the development of the intellectual 
and moral faculties.” The statutes of the state require teachers 
to instruct youth in the branches of a common education, and 
$4 diligently to impress on their minds the principles of piety and 
justice.” Tt is not to be denied, that our system of popular’ in- 
struction has been in a degree perverted from its original design. 

The attention at ‘present is almost exclusively devoted. to! the 
former of these objects, while the latter is but partially attended 
to, or entf€ely overlooked.; In other words, the intellect is culti- 
vated at the expense of the heart. If, as has been asserted, the 
merely intellectual: man without moral culture, is a monster; if 
he has no sympathy with humanity ; if knowledge has only quick- 
ened his propensity. and enlarged his capacity for. ev il, itis time 
to awake from our indifference in this matter. 


It is hoped that teachers will more fully realize the responsi- 
bility of their position as the moral instructors of youth, and di- 
rect their efforts more fully to that end. That they will impress 
on the minds of their pupils a sacred regard to truth ; try to 
awaken the powers of conscience ; inspire ‘them with a desire’ to 
imitate ‘‘ whatsoever is lovely and of good report ;” and finally, 
that both ‘by precept and a lively example, they will endeavor to 


develope in harmonious proportions, the ‘moral’ and intellectual #

natures of those committed to their charge.
